The regular meeting of the 
town Council on Tuesday even- 
ing wassomewhat short winded 
due to the fact that considerable 
committse business was neces- 
sary, before another regular 
meeting. For that reason, 
after ab amendment was made 
in the by-law, relative to the 
closing of pool rooms and 
several accounts were intro- 
duced by tlie Finance Commit- 

tee for payment, the council 
went into committee. 

The amendment to the pool 
room by-law called for the 
figures eleven to be struck out 
and the figures of twelve sub- 
stituted, thus making the hour 
of closing, twelve p.m. instead 
of eleven, as in origitial by-law. 

The main discussion in com- 
mittee was along the liné of 
sidewalks and immediate action 
being taken on the erection of 
a fire hall. Extensive civic 
improvemetits are planried in 
both of these lines during the 
cominy summer, when the town 
will be able to boast df as good 
a fire hall as any between the 
two cities, and a congidetrable 
extension in sidewalks.

As an evidence of the fact 
that the Wainwright Distriet 
possesses a wide-awake class of 
farmers, who are looking to the 
welfare of their comunity, it 
might be stated that at the last 
meeting of the U. F. A, to 
which many of the farmers 
belong, the matter of the con- 
struction of a flouring mill was 
taken up and given favorable 
consideration in its introduec- 


4 tion, 


For tlie past year, if not dur- 
ing a longer period of time, the 
inhabitants of the district have 
been clamouring for the estab- 
lishment of a flouring mill, at 


‘this point, to meet the constant 


needs of the district farmer. 
Some have doubted whether 
such a mill could be operated 
on » paying basis, in stth a 
young town and younger farm- 
ing community, advancing the 
argument that such an enter- 


*|prise has met with failure in 


other towns, smaller than this 
and in grain growing districts 
that are much older. than those 
adjoining the Buffalo town. 

The truth of such arguments 
are no doubt well founded but 
ifthe yenturb was propogated 
and was originated by the 
farmers themselves, owned:aud 
operated by them, there could 
be little doubt of {ts failure, 
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in, by every possible patron and 
customer of such a business. 

Co-operative flouring mills 
have met. with success in othor 
portions of the west and in the 
centre of a class of farmers, 
represented by those of this 
locality, there is little doubt as 
to its fittancial success. Hven 
if such a co-operative mil*were 
placed upan xa paying basis, 
with small profits, there could 
be no reason for complaint, 

Atany rate, it is time that 
action Was taken by someone 
fot the éarly construction of 
such a flouring mill that would 
proye advantageous to the 
town and district and from the 
many agitations, itis certainly 
needed from the standpoint of 
the farmer, If beneficial to the 
farmer, it would naturally 
follow that it would be equiilly 
as beneficial to the business 
man and citizen and especially 
in a town such as Wainwright, 
where one of the most impor- 
tant dependencies i is that of the 
farmer. | If action is not taken

Gophers are Infernal Nuisance 
During Time of Growth and 
Harvest --- An Easy Means 
to Rid Fields and Farms of 


Destiuctiye Pests. 


( Alberta Homestead ) 


Che gopher nuisance is being 
recognized by many of the 
Nabiak improvement districts in 
Alberta nud in several districts 
strychine is being distributed 
free to the rate payers. 

The following is a popular 
receipt for preparing gopher 
poison: 

Dissolve ont ounce of "strych- 
nine itt two ounces. 6f. acetic 
acid ; adi a quart of molasses, & 
tablespoonful of oil of nnise and 
sufficient water to moisten three 
pecks of whes.t or sixty pourids 
of chopped grain. If wheat is 
used; the mixture should be 
poured over the grain and 
enough fine meal added to take 
up all the moisture and adhere 
to the grain, The mixture 
should be allowed to stand over 
night before distributing. Px- 
treme care shoulfl be exercised 
in thie distribution of the poison, 
to see that it is placed so that 
other animals and birds will 
not be poisoned, The poisoned 
grain should be placed deep 
down in the gopher holes with 
a long handled spoon and under 
no circumstances should it be 
scattered around on the surface 
of the ground, 

As gophers. will invariably 
leave a poisoned area, it is 
necessary to set out pdlson in 
an entire @istrict at the same 
time in order to get results. 
Now is the proper time to set 
out poison before the gophers 
begin to breed.

The American Medicine, strongly 
urging a more general: use of diph- 
theria antitoxin, says that “the time 
is close at hand when failure to 
antitoxin will impose criminal as wel!

In 1585 a 
company was formed in Lohdon for 
the purpose of discovering such a pas- 
sage, and from that time on for more 
than three centuries the quest was 
kept up, For many years the British 
parliament bad a' standing reward of 
$100,000 for the one who should suc- 
ceed in finding a way around North 
America into the Pacific.

Handy Guides For Underwriters In 
Fixing Premium Rates. 

Many persons must have noticed 
when making application for fire in- 
surance that it is the practice of the 
underwriter to examine certain maps 
before he will fix the rate of premium 
or accept a risk on the property of- 
fered. His lithographic surveys mark- 


ed off in diagrams of red and yellow | 


and other colors are always in eyi- 
dence, sometimes bound securely iu 
dozens of large volumes, on other oc- 
casions laid conveniently in piles of 
loose sheets for handy reference, 

Few persons realize, however, that 
these maps contain all the information 
which the underwriter desires to know 
about the building he is asked to in- 
sure and that in most instances more 
matters are explained to him by a 
single glance than the applicant could 
make even though he be the owner of 
the property. 

As a matter of fact the details set 
forth are most explicit. The map- 
maker has managed by colors, charac- 
ters and signs to give a full description 
of the construction, equipment and ac- 
ecupation of the building, everything 
which over fifty years of this sort of 
surveying has proved to be of any pos- 
sible interest to the insurance man, It 
is 80 complete, for instance, that an 
agent in New York city can readily 
form a good idea of the chrracter of a 
risk situated in some towp in Missouri 
or California, or, vice versa, agents in 
towns in these western states can like- 
wise tell the character of a risk in 
New York city.—Cassier’s Magazine.

THE SOUP PLATE. 


A Seventeenth Century Cookbook 
Tells Why It Was Invented. 

A yalet of Louis XIV. published a 
cookbook in 1655 in which he gives as 
follows the reason for the invention of 
the hollow soup plate: 

The plates of the guests will be hol- 
low in order that they muy help them- 
selves to.as much soup as they may 
want without being obliged to take it 
spoonful by spoonftl because of the 
dtsgust they may have for one another 
on seeing the spoon go from the mouth 
to the tureen, 

Guests, it will be seen, used their 
own spoons to fill their plates, the 
large spoon to be used for serving the 
soup not being invented till some time 
later. 

Yet even a hundred years after the 
invention of the soup plate (1749) a 
work on civility advised that all the 
dishes should be so placed on the table- 
that every one could reach them with 
his spoon and that if the soup was 
served in a dish (tureen) every one 
should help himself with his owm 
spoon without seeming to be in a hurry. 

A work on manners that appeared 
just before the French revolutiom 
deemed it best to advise its readers: 
that it was impolite to pass the spoom 
back and forth between the mouth and 
the tureen, 


Difficult Horseback Feat.

A letter received a short tinte 
ngo from Charles  Bewsher, 
brings information that he left 
England on April Ist., in com: 
pany with thirty six uxcellent 
settlers for the Wainwright 
District. The letter received 
was dated March 15th., aud read 
in part as follows : 

Hditor Star, Wainwright, Alta. 

Dear Sir :—Since I have been 
over here, Phave beet: doing a 
good deal of hustling around 
in the interests of Wainwr ight 
and its district, I got into 
touch with the shipping agent 
here, who originally booked me 
to Oannda, He it was, who 
nsked me to appear at two big 
lectures on Canada and give a 
brief avcount of my experiences. 
The lectures were illustrated by 
lantern views which included 
views of Wainwright and mov- 
ing pictures of the buffalo in 
the Buffalo Park, f also had 
four slides made of my own 
homestead and thrown on the 
screen. In addition I have been 
interviewed by the press on 
severa! occasions, as you will 
see by the ¢lipping sent, en- 
closed. 

The result of dll this publicity 
is that I have come in coritact 
with a large number of peuple, 
whw sire coming to Canada, Tn 
every case, I. have advanced to 
claims of Wainwright ‘ud the 
udvanutages which the district 
vffers to immigrants ard espec- 
jally those with some capital. 

When I return with these 
settlers, I will want farm situa- 
tions for twenty of them, so 
that when I get the party to 
the Immigration Hall at Wain- 
wright, there will be pleces 
teady for them to ¥o fo.—the 
distance from Wainwright is 
tio object. 

The majouity of iien loom 
bringing are bona fide farmers 
und understand all about farm 
work. Anyone requiring their 
services are asked “to write to 
me’ % the Immigration Hall, 
Wainwright, when TF will bring 
the newcomers in touch with 
those requiring theit services

four pictures of his farm life, 
accompanying the report were 
scenes from the early days to 
the present, one showing the 
rude hut first oceupied by him, 

The article was well written 
and was displayed in such a 
menner.as to give Wainwright 
great publicity in the Old 
Conutry. 

Mr, Bewsher stated that dur- 
ing the short time he had been 
ouf there the town of Wain- 
wright had sprung up close to 
him. And about two years ago 
the new tailway came through 
the district, passing about a 
mile from his homestead, 
Wainwright may be reckoned 
as 666 miles west of Winnipeg | * 
and 100 miles east of Edmonton. 
Questioned as to the value of 
his’ present holding—having 
first been reassured that Mr. 
Lloyd George's ‘Budget incre- 
ment value demands did not 
extend across the Atlantic—he 
saic!, “When I first tool: up my 
free grant of 160 acres it was 
worth about’ three dollars an 
acre, but now I should refuse an 
offer of thirty dollars an acre 
fot it.” 

“During the few weeks f have 
been back in Sheffield: on .a 
holiday.” suid Mr, Bewsher, 
have heard a good deal of stalk 
tbat itis no use for a person 
without farming experience to 
goto Canada for farm work, 

I think my own 
prove to any of your readers 


entertaining the idea of going}: 


to Canada that the impression 
is all wrong, WhatI, with uo 
farmitig knowledge, have done, 
other Sheffielders can do also. 
Of course things fare much 
better in Canada than they 
were when. 1 went out. and

quite as much as I did. In fact 
Tami so sanguine of the opper- 
tunities which my district,offers 
to farm hands (exper ionced and 
inexperienced) that when I go 
back in early April I purpose to 
take with me u party of twenty- 
five to thirty Sheffielters for 
farmers who lave asked me to 
get men for them; 

Mr. Bewsher was emphatic 
ou the necessity of intending 
colonists from this country 
avoiding the téniptation to go 
to Hasterm Canada, “If a man 
goes to Western Canada,” he 
said, “there is not the slightest 
difficulty in obtaining a situaé 
tio so that he can save a little 
mouey to enable him to gd in 
for farmiing on his own. Go 
west of Winnipeg where there 
is a new country with plenty of 
opportunities.* But it must be 
understood that the meu who 
go out there without capital 
must be prepared to talte on 
any kind of job until they can 
save a little money to com 
mence farming on their own 
aceount,* 

As to the luxtivious climate; 
what better testimony than 
this? “Before lvaving this 
country,” said Mr. Bewsher, “I 
had been for many weeks an 
out-patient at the Sheffield 
Royal Hospital, as I suffered 
from weal: hings,, But sinee I 
went to Canada I have not had 
a drop of miedi¢iie, arid I have 
ailed nothing,

‘'T SEEMS as if, in spite of the very real 
| revival of the costumes of the first em- 
pire, we were really getting back in 
another way to the modes of ancient Greece. 
Not for a long time has fashion allowed: so 
much and such free artistic drapery as this 
fall’s styles permit us: For which those of 
us who have beauty-loving tastes should be 
grateful. 

Take the lovely blue chiffon gown over 
blue satin, with its skirt border of black. 
This is made with the extremest simplicity ; 
but the drapery of the tunic—the manner in 
which it is caught by a flower plastron and 
then hangs in a loose tassel—makes of the 
little frock an idéal gown for a debutante. 
The secret of the whole thing is in the drap- 
ing of the tunic so that it seems to fall nat- 
urally, and yet does not wobble or flop. 

The value of long, straight lines, prop- 
erly hung, is shown in the black marquisette 
over black-figured white French challis. This 
frock, again, is plainly cut; the deep folds and 
the braiding on the bodice are its only claim 
to ornamentation—and yet it is made beauti- 
ful and distinctive by the hanging of the dra- 
pery in back. This can hardly be called a 
tunic—it is rather an exaggerated sash—but 
the care displayed in fitting the gathers and 
cutting the hem makes of it a charming 
drapery. 

The artistically draped tunic is shown 
at its best in the gown of blue veiling over 
pink, with its exquisite lace train and under- 
sleeves. The materials of this gown are 
richness itself; but look at the simplicity of 


its cut and make—the soft pleats over the , 


shoulders, the two narrow folds at the neck, 
the loose girdle! The beauty of the gown lies 
chiefly in the charming drapery of the tunic, 
caught by two folds of ribbon from the girdle, 
of a pink a shade darker than the underskirt. 
It looks as if it could be done in half a second 
—just hitched up and sewed—but more time 
and thought has been spent on the exa¢ét hang 
of that tunic than on all the rest of the cos- 
tume together, 

To show the full effect. of drapery on 
bodice and skirt, we give two views of ‘the 
lovely gown of white veiling over old rose 
satin: The profile picture shows the skirt 
admirably—the tunic held by the band of 
Gobelin blue satin, caught by two whité ca- 
bochons. The trick here again lies in hang- 
ing the tunic so that it will not sag and yet 
will not be skimpy. 

The front view shows the bodice better 
than does the side one. Here the use and 
value of drapery are very apparent; the cor- 
sage is actually held in place by the bands of 
veiling oyer the blue satin band held by the 
white cabochon. The sleeves are draped in 
the same way, and the front of the bodice has 
a fall jabot that gives a final touch of careless 
art to the whole veiled and draped costume. 

Lest it should be thought that this artis- 
tic drapery is confined fo the veiled tunic 
gown, we show what can be done with one 
material in a light yellow soft satin. Here 
the tunic, so called, is of self-material and is 
stitched to the skirt. Its value for this arti- 
cle lies in the manner in which both the 
square piece in front and the fishtail effect-in 
back are hung from the lace-trimmed bodice. 
There is art, too, in the sweep of the train, 
end in that most difficult of points, the cut of 
the skirt in front, just touching, yet not 
escaping, the floor, 

Still, it is certain we may thank the 
veiled tunic and veiled effect in general for 
this artistic drapery; and properly thankful 
we should be. For so pretty and becoming a 
style has not been seen in the approved list of 
fashion for many, many seasons.
